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North Reading seeks to 
block ‘Lost Colony’ housing 


North Reading residents from 
the Martin's Pond area on 
Monday night asked the 
selectmen of that town to try to 
stop the Wilmington Housing 
Authority from bulding three or 
four houses in an area known as 
the “Lost Colony.” 

Like many lakes or ponds, 
Martin's Pond is a heavily-built 
area, with many houses which 
are converted summer camps. 
The area is located between 
Route 28 and the Wilmington 
town line, with Route 125 to the 
north. The only access to the 
Martin's Pond area is on 
Burrough's Road, opposite the 
Atlantic Supermarket 

Two roads in the area extend 
into Wilmington, but are 
isolated from the rest of 
Wilmington by a large area of 
gravel pits. This isolated area 
has been dubbed the “Lost 
Colony" by the Town Crier. 

In the “Lost Colony" are 
several houselots which the 
Town of Wilmington has taken 
for non-payment of taxes. In its 
search for town-owned land 
suitable for housing, the WHA 
found listings on these lots. 
When a special town meeting 
voted last year to turn over 11 
town-owned lots to the WHA, 
several of those lots were 
located in the “Lost Colony.’ 
The WHA is planning to build a 
total of eight homes in 
Wilmington, to be rented to 
families of low or moderate 
income. 

‘Things have been proceeding 
smoothly until people in the 
Martin's Pond area caught wind 
that the WHA was planning to 
build housing in their neigh- 
borhood.” A petition was cir: 
culated, with 200 people signing 
it 

On Monday night, the North 
Reading Selectmen met first 
with two representatives of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority, 
Chairman Kevin McMillan and 
Executive Director Lillian 
Buckley. The North Reading 
officials were quite upset that 
nobody from Wilmington had 
told them what was going on 
since North Reading would be 
responsible for providing ser. 
vices to the homes. 

Even as they expressed their 
opposition and displeasure, the 
selectmen admitted that there 
seemed to be little they could do 
to stop the WHA from building 
the homes. 

The discussion touched on 
several points of bad relations 
which have occurred between 


the two towns in recent years, 
including North Reading's in- 
stalling a well near a 
Wilmington well, and North 
Reading allowing a subdivision 
to be built with its only access 
through a Wilmington sub 
division, Lucaya estates, which 
is where Mrs. Buckley lives 

One concern expressed by the 
North Reading officials was the 
single means of access to the 
area being via a road which 
floods in the spring. During such 
periods, a back road is opened 
for access onto Route 125, which 
is defined as a limited access 
highway. 

MeMillan and Buckley left the 
meeting before the posted time 
of the selectmen's meeting. 
After their departure, the 
residents of Martin's Pond 
arrived. 

Doug Strong served as 
spokesman for the group. He 
said that they were not fully 
informed, and would like to 
express their concerns. They 
felt the proposal was an insult to 
North Reading and the people of 
Martin’s Pond. They were 


concerned about traffic on 
Burrough’s Road. They were 
concerned that the sites would 
depend on North Reading for 
services. They were bothered by 
the adverse impact on water 
quality in the pond and on 
flooding in the area 

One woman complained about 
lack of water pressure. “I don't 
have enough for a teacup, and 
now I'll have to share it?” she 
said. 

“Everything we've tried to do 
near Wilmington, they've fought 
us," said Danny Morrow 
Known as the “Mayor of Mar- 
tin’s Pond,"’ he runs a small 
variety store in the area. “It’s 
quite obvious - they're putting 
the boots to us.” 

When pressed for a course of 
action, Chairman Neil Fransen 
repeatedly cautioned against 
stating what they would or 
would not do, for fear that it 
would prejudice any legal action 
which might be involved. The 
board decided to approach town 
counsel to determine if there 
was anything they can do to stop 
the housing

The RMLD should have a 
savings of $94,000 a month.

The RMLD board said the 
PASNY agreement will more 
than offset the $2.22 monthly

The RMLD board also ap 
proved a July tuel charge of 29 
cents per kilowatt hour That 
amount 1s down from a high of 
about six cents per kilowatt hour

At the end of the meeting, an 
obviously pleased Allan said 
“this is three years worth of 
paperwork that has finally come 
to light.’ Once the first shovelful 
of dirt is overturned at the noon 
groundbreaking ceremony, a 16 
month construction period will 
finally get underway 
Sciaba Corp. came in with a 
17,600 bid on Wednesday, 
July 3, edging out five other 
competitors for the job. Ac- 
cording to architect Wilson 
Rains, the three low bidders 
were within four percent of each 
other. The $5 million figure 
came in under his original 
estimate, Rains said, and in- 
cluded alternates for paving and 
food service equipment for the 
cafeteria 
One other alternate for a 
security system-was included in 
Sciaba’s bid, but Rains 
Suggested he review the system 
and they let the job out 
separately toward the end of the 
project 
Now Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski will go over the 
contract with town counsel 
check with the town accountant 
tor availability of funds, and 
issue a notice to proceed.

State Representative Jim 
Miceli paid a visit to Tewksbury 
selectmen last week, bringing 
along plans for the redesign of a 
section of North Street where a 
traffic light is to be installed 

‘The light and a $280,000 ladder 
truck for the fire department 
were two of the items Miceli 
managed to have included in the 
state budget over the objections 
of other legislators. 

“The Republicans were 
scanning the budget, looking for 
pork barrel items, but I call 
these items of dire necessity,’ 
Miceli said. 

The fire truck is needed to 
serve the state hospital, 
Selectmen Chairman Tom 
Girard pointed out 

“Tewksbury does have state 
facilities in its boundaries that 
couldn't be adequately served 
through our “own fire depart- 
ment,” he said. 

The traffic light, Girard said, 


Tewksbury must find funds to 
pay police officer's medical bills 


Over the objections of 
Selectman Bill Hallisey, 
Tewksbury Selectmen voted last 
week to place an article on the 
warrant for the next special 
town meeting to pay ap- 
proximately $800 worth of 
medical bills for Police Officer 
Donald Ryan. 

Ryan, who was injured in an 
accident involving a cruiser and 
another vehicle, had returned to 
work when it was discovered he 
had developed calcium deposits 
in his elbow and required 
another operation. 

According to Tom Girard, 
chairman of ‘the board of 
selectmen, the police depart 
ment has no appropriation for 
this in their budget despite the 
fact that the board had voted 
Ryan occupational coverage for 
his injury some time ago. 

The majority of Ryan's 
medical bills were covered by

his wife's health insurance, 
Girard said. The sum of $800 
represented the portion which 
not covered. 

“This is ‘a little unique, 
argued Hallisey. “This officer 
sued the individual who struck 
the cruiser and received money 
and so did the town. I think he 
received a settlement and ac- 
cepted that. The insurance 
“companies involved should be 
responsible, not the town of 
Tewksbury. We have a third 
party suit here.” 

Selectman Paul 
disagreed 

“The board reviewed all the 
arguements, The issue really is 
when the board votes an item we 
don't expect it to be recurring 
like some festering sore,” he 
said 

“If we vote against any 
department head's recom 
mendation, I don't expect to the

day to day work. This should 
have been handled in the 
department,” Sullivan said. 

Girard agreed. “This hap- 
pened early enough. It should 
have been addressed in this 
year’s budget,”” he said. 

The board voted 4-1 in favor of 
Sullivan's motion to include the 
item on the next special town 
meeting warrant, with only 
Hallisey opposed 

Hallisey was also opposed a 
few months ago to the granting 
of occupational injury status to 
Ryan, Hallisey had also argued 
then that the officer had made a 
private settlement with an in- 
surance company after the 
accident and that he would favor 
the occupational injury status 
only if Ryan could prove that the 
proceeds from that settlement 
had been totaly eaten away by 
medical bills for treatment of 
the injuries received in the 
accident 


is an improvement that has been 
needed for some time. 

“This is vital to the people of 
North Street,” he said, because 
of traffic congestion due to rapid 
growth in that area 

‘Atcording to Miceli, the North 
Street project will be ready for 
bid this month Besides in- 
stalling the traffic signal at the 
intersection of North Street and 
Route 133 (Andover Street) the 
road will be redesigned to take 
out the curve near Fiske Street 


“We're changing the con. 
figuration of the road, not 
dramatically, but making it 


safer up near the church,” he 
said 

No changes will be made 
directly in front of the church, 
Miceli said, because that area is 
used for parking 

Miceli also told the selectmen 
there is presently discussion 
about a bond issue to finance a 
cloverieaf at the junction of Rtes 
38 and 495 in Lowell 
. Selectman Bill Hallisey said. 
however, that he was concerned 
about the potential impact such 
a cloverleaf could have on 
Tewksbury 

“Look at the development in 
Lowell on the other side of Rte 
'495,"" he said. “I would hate to 
see all the land in Tewksbury 
being used for that cloverleaf 

All seemed to agree that 
action was needed to remedy a 
traffic situation that Selectman 


Charles Coldwell dubbed “a 
holocaust 
“We should try to do 


something in the area, but I get 
your message loud and clear. 
Miceli said 

“If we don't address it as a full 
cloverleaf, maybe we could do 
something with a light or 
something to alleviate the 
situation,” he said. 

Girard suggested that a 

prioritized list’’ of areas 
needing attention in the Rte. 38 
495 corridor might be helpful 

“We're doing a lot with con 
struction projects now," Miceli 
said. “Give me a list and | can

These 
men are people who are down on 
their luck and need a helping 
hand to get back aon their feet 
Some are homeless and have no 
family so we try to create a 
home environment and act as a 
family as the case requires 

Tewksbury Hospital has an 
excellent, but little known 
rehabilitation program for the 
homeless and for alcoholics who 
want and need help to straighten 
out their lives. 

First they are checked out 
physically to be sure they are

On the Fourth of July, as had 
happened now for some years, 
the U.S, Frigate Constitution left 
her dock in the old Charlestown 
Navy Yard, for a cruise, under 
tow, to Fort Independence and 
return. It was viewed on many 
tv screens throughout the United 
States 
he cruise involved the firing 
of a 21 gun salute, as the Con: 
stitution stood off Fort In- 
dependence - a full salute to the 
United States. The,gun used was 
an 18 pounder, a bow chaser as 
they were called in the old days. 
It had been altered (desecrated, 
some call it) by Navy Yard 
mechanics to have in it, a 40 
millimeter saluting cannon, 
which can be fired from the 
breech (back end) of that bow 
cannon 
here is a reason for the 
annual cruise of the U.S. Frigate 
Constitution. Readers of the 
Town Crier will recall, from 
time to time, episodes involving 
the reconstructon of chimneys of 
200 year old homes, 
photographed and explained 

During the nighttime, afloat 
as well as ashore, dew

(moisture) will settle, on 
chimneys, on flagpoles, on 
church ‘steeples, and on the 
yards and masts of such vessels 
as the Constitution. When the 
sun rises, (always from the East 
of course) the warming rays of 
the sun cause the water to 
evaporate, in whal is essentially 
a chemical action. 

Repeat that, day after day, 
year after year, and the 
chimneys of the old houses will 
bend, the church steeple will 
also bend, and the masts of the 
Constitution or any other ship 
will also bend. 

So - once a year, the Con- 
stitution is taken from her 
mooring and sent on a cruise 
down the harbor. When the 
Constitution returns to her berth 
itis to moor with her bow in the 
opposite direction. 

That, in turn, tends to stop the 
bending of the mast from the 
heat of the morning rays of 
sunshine.

Commission felt, some time ago, 
that there should be a return 
salute (cannon fire) to that of 
the Constitution. A lot of fine 
points in procedure and protocol, 
were involved, however. 

The MDC discussed the 
problem with the officers of the 
Wilmington Company of 
Minutemen, Second Regiment of 
Foot. That company, it seems, is 
quicker in response to requests 
from the MDC than other 
companies, and consequently, 
for some reason or other, is high 
up on the list of favorite military 
organizations of the MDC 
Among other things, when the 
Queen of England visited the 
Port of Boston a few years ago, 
the Wilmington Company of 
Minutemen was one of the 
organizatons to give the Royal 
Person a Military Salute. 

So-a year ago, arrangements 
were made by the MDC com- 
missioners or some other MDC 
officials, and the commander of 
the Wilmington Company of 
Minutemen to return the salute 
of Old Ironsides, on July 4. It 
went off, without a hitch. 

The Minutemen who marched 
on April 19, 1775 (Concord Day) 
had no elaborate uniforms, nor 
did they have any cannon. The 
Minutemen of today have 
uniforms that could cause a 
British soldier to have a jealous 
stroke - or maybe break out into

have a couple of small field 
cannon. 

Those cannon are one and a- 
half pounders. Muzzle loading, 
they have a two and three- 
sixteenth inch diameter and 
make a loud bang when fired. 
The Gunnery Officer is Frank D. 
Curley of Wilmington. Frank 
has a license to fire artillery 
from the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 

One cannon is the property of 
the Wilmington Minutemen and 
the second is the property of 


gunner Curley. For some reason 


he calls it “Black Rose.” 
Jim Catania of Woburn, also a 
Minuteman, has a third cannon 
The same caliber, etc. it has the 
name of “Acorn.” 
On July Fourth of this year 


there wre two more cannon in 
the group, cannon that are 
owned by a Billerica 
organization called the Royal 
Irish Artillery. The man there 
who has a license to fire artillery 
is named Fred Lawson. His title 
is Bombardier Fred Lawson. 

The Royal Irish Artillery, of 
course, takes its name from a 
British organization of 200 years 
ago, and on such days as April 19 
is often to be seen marching with 
the British soldiers who sud- 
denly appear. The Wilmington 
Minutemen do not worry about 
that. 

On other days - such as July 4, 
the Royal Irish Artillery will 
march in company with the 
Wilmington Company of

This past June, I took a week 
off from my work at Raytheon 
and travelled to the Appalachian 
Mountain area of West Virginia. 
Armed with love for my fellow 
man and a determination to do 
God's work among the poor, our 
destination was the Good 
Shepard Mission in East Bank, 
thirty miles south of Charleston. 
Our goal was to work among the 
poor of Cabin Creek, Dry 
Branch, and other surrounding 
towns Known as ‘the hollers”’ 
valleys between the Ap- 
palachian Mountains. 

Started five years ago, this 
annual journey to East Bank 
and surrounding areas has 
become a popular tradition 
among high school seniors of St 
Robert Bellarmine Parish in 
Andover-Tewksbury. Planning 
for the trip begins in early 
March when approximately fifty 
teenagers hold a dance-a-thon 
whereby they raise the funds 
neccessary to finance the trip 
and purchase the food and 
building materials they use 
while there. Making the trip 
with me this year were Mike 
Murphy, Steve Murphy, Beth 
Conlon, Rosemary Leahy, 
Saramichele Sapuppo, Joe 
Fazio, Frank Licarta, Rick 
Adams, Mary Veilleux, Gary 
Trull, and Jim Daley. In ad- 
dition to myself, the other adults 
were Fr. Bill Mullin, Paul 
Convey, Gary Chabot, and Lori 
Murphy. 

While in West Virginia, we 
made our home at the Good 
Shepard Mission. This is run by 
Sister Elizabeth and Sister 
Clara, two nuns who left the 
area several years ago to devote 
their lives to helping meet the 
physical and spiritual needs of 
the people of East Bank and the 
surrounding hollers. Many can 
neither read nor write and don’t 
have jobs to support themselves 
and their families. The sisters 
act as counsellors, teachers, and 
providers. Their work depends 
‘on donations of money, food and 
clothing, most of which comes 
from the people of St. Roberts 
Parish and St. Williams Parish 
of Tewksbury 

I have witnessed the poverty 
and met the poor of East Bank 
and Cabin Creek and they are 
beautiful people, but their 
poverty is overwhelming

Charles Swain also served on 
the Wilmington school com- 
mittee, for more than a few 
years. He was a man who was 
interested in education. 

In April 1889 there was a sort 
of crisis in the Wilmington 
schools. There was a shortage of 
teachers. 

Carrie Swain, 17 years old, 
was sent down to teach in the old 
South School by her father, and 
presumably with the approval of 
other members of the school 
board. She had not attended 
Normal School. She had just 
graduated from High School. 

The school system always 
listed, as information, the 
educational background of each 
teacher. In the case of Carrie 
Swain, it was “private.” 

That could both tell much, and 
tell nothing. Her father a 
well read man. She could have 
Jearned much from him. 

The old South School was on 
the northerly side of Butters 
Row, near the Middlesex Canal. 
Five years after this story 
begins, it was burned down. 

A picture of Carrie and her 
class was published in the Town 
Crier in April, 1966. It was the 
property of the late Muriel 
Martin of Boutwell Street, and 
shows Carrie wearing a high- 
necked blouse. She stands out, 
prim and with a gentle face. 

There were twenty pupils, 
ranging from grades one to 
grade five. Four were children 
of the Hale family and one of 
those was Walter, he who later 
‘owned the ice houses up at Silver 
Lake. 

Carrie taught for the spring 
semester and then was no longer 
‘on the scene of local education. 
‘The guess could be that she was 
teaching elsewhere, but a better 
one is that she went to Normal 
School 

She returned to teach in the 
West School in 1901 for 12 weeks. 
Her pay was $8 a week, and she 
had 12 students. The West 
School, still standing, had to 
shut down from time to time for 
lack of pupils. 

Carrie was again on the 
payroll in 1904, teaching grades 
‘one through four, this time for 
$10 a week. In 1913, Carrie was 
teaching in Grade seven in the 
Center School and she was listed 
as a graduate of Salem Normal 
School 

Some time after that she 
changed her name to Carolyn. 
She continued in the Center 
School to 1923, when she moved 
to the High School to teach grade 
eight. The writer was in that 
class, as was, for instance, the

late Arthur V. Lynch, who 
served many years on the school 
committee 

Carolyn and Henrietta did 
some things together, and other 
things on their own. Henrietta, 
for instance, was a 4H leader for 
many years. Carolyn was the 
lady who was always serving on 
town committees. Her name so 
appears in many functions. 

To judge between the two 
ladies is difficult. Henrietta was 
the technician, the person who 
would efficiently impart the 
required knowledge to her 
pupils. Carolyn was the 
who could and did delve into the 
classics. She was much admired 
by those who studied the Greek 
and French philosophers 

In the days when the Wild- 
wood School was under con. 
struction both of the Swain 
sisters (teachers) had passed 
on 

Arthur V. Lynch was a 
member of the school com. 
mittee. The school committee 
received two suggestions for the 
naming of the Wildwood School 

One group wanted to name the 
school after the late Caleb 
Harriman. A second group 
wantede to name the school 
after the late Louis McMahon 
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Billy is eight years old. He is a student 
at the Wildwood school and his hobbies 
are hockey, soccor, and karate. He is 
the son of James and Catherine Smith 
of Chandler Rd., Wilmington. 
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Both suggestions were well 
received, but to name the school 
after one would be, ina sense, to 
offer a slight to the memory of 
the other. 

It was Arthur Lynch who 
solved the difficulty. He 
proposed a rule that the schools 
in Wilmington should have 
names denoting their district, or 
the name of the street on which 
they were located. The other 
committee members agreed,

If you are building your 
equipment out of wood, the ef- 
fects of weather and ground 
contact need to be considered. 
Redwood and cedar naturally 
resist insects and decay without 
the use of preservatives but 
may, after a year or two, need to 
be stained to prevent slivering. 

Old railroad ties, utility poles 
and fence posts that have been 
treated with creosote or pen- 
tachi (penta) are of- 
ten available and ‘inexpensive. 
There is sometimes a tempta- 
tion to use them in borders and 
other parts of the play area. Ac- 
cording to the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA), there 
is evidence associating frequent 
exposure fo creosote or pen- 
tachlorophenol with cancer and 
ot health problems. The EPA 

mends that frequent and 
prolonged skin ‘contact with 
these treated woods be avoided. 
Creosote and pentachlorophenol

WATERING LAWNS - If lawn 
watering is permitted, water 
oroughly or not at all. Do not try 
to water the entire lawn lightly 
every day. Light watering en- 
courages shallow rooting, mak- 
ing the lawn more susceptible to 
drought injury, and it en- 
courages crabgrass. It is much 
better to water a portion of the 
lawn thoroughly once a week 
than to water the entire lawn 
lightly every day. 

WATERING TREES AND 
SHRUBS - During dry seasons, 


tain healthy plants. Water is 
more important for new plan- 
ting than for established ones. 
An open hose placed at the base 
of a tree with the water flowing 
slowly will provide needed 
water to the root zone. If the 
water is allowed to trickle into 
the soil gradually, it will seep 
down and saturate the area 
around the roots. Since the 
composition of soils varies, the 
rate of absorption will vary, but 
the water pressure should be as 
high as possible without surface 
run-off.
